Date: Thursday August 10, 2017

Weather Summary

Moisture will remain in place across the northern portion of the area through Friday, leading to
scattered showers and thunderstorms across the northern half of the Great Basin. Lightning will be
mostly on the wetter side, on top of fuels that have received some moisture.

However, at the same time drier air will continue to move into the area from the southwest, across
much of western and southern Nevada. The drying trend will continue from southwest to northeast
into this weekend, pushing into Utah and southern Idaho. However, another disturbance could pull
some moisture into our far northwestern areas of Central Idaho, towards the Boise and Payette
National Forests late Friday into Saturday, where fuels are the driest across the region. This could
trigger a mix of wet and some dry lightning, in areas where fuels are critically dry.

Great Basin Fire Potential Summary

Very high fire danger indices for the time of year are being observed over the mountains of western
and central Idaho. Values are much lower across the south and east.

The southern portion of the Great Basin will get a break from the monsoon, with drier conditions than
have been seen in almost a month.
